Pyramid new model! for diet

WASHINGTON — The Agricul- 
ture Department unveiled a new 
shape for the ideal American diet on 
Tuesday — a pyramid built on a, base 
of grains and, more to the point, not 
much fat. 

The pyramid replaces the familiar 
pie chart used since 1946 to promote 
good eating habits. The change is 
merely graphical — the recom- 
mended food-group allocations re- 
main the same since the last revision 
in 1990 — but the government hopes 
the new shape will send a more pow- 
erful message. 

“At a glance, the pyramid will help 
Americans understand more about 
the foods they need, from what 
groups and in what amounts,” Agri- 
culture Secretary Edward Madigan 
said. “For example, the pyramid 
clearly shows that fats, oils and 
sweets should ke eaten sparingly.” 

At the base of the pyramid are 
grains — bread, cereal, rice and pasta 
— which should be consumed at the 
rate of six to 11 servings daily. The 
next level shows vegetables — three 
to five servings a day — and fruit — 
two to four servings. 

As the pyramid narrows, dairy 
products and meat, poultry, fish, dry 
beans, eggs and nuts are displayed 


with advice that two to three servings 
be eaten each day. 

Instructional materials featuring 
the pyramid were being sent immedi- 
ately to schools, Indian reservations 
and feeding programs for the poor 
and elderly. 

Children are the principal target, 
noted Madigan. But the pyramid 
graphic also is featured in brochures 
for low-literacy adults and one for se- 
nior citizens, 

The Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services also will use it in its 
health publications, at the National 
Cancer Institute, Commission on Ag- 
ing. The National Food Processors 
Association announced that the pyra- 
mid will appear in educational materi- 
als it is preparing in conjunction with 
new nutrition labels on food pack- 
ages. 

The pyramid cost almost $1 million 
to develop. USDA decided a year ago, 
after a $106,000 research project, 
that the graphic was the best shape to 
illustrate the 1990 revised food guide- 
lines. 

But, after an uproar from the meat 
industry, it pulled it back for $855,000 
worth of more research. 

Thirty-three changes were made, 
mostly minor, based on the opinions 
gathered from more than 3,000 people 
in five cities.

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Candidates disagree 
on delegate support

There was no shortage of opti- 
mism among Utah’s political candi- 
dates after the Monday night cau- 
cuses — indeed, to hear them tell it, 
there were apparently no losers at 
all. 

“This will go down as the first cau- 
cus similar to the New Hampshire 
primary — everybody is going to 
claim victory,” said James Roberts, 
executive director of the Utah Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

In the governor’s race, leading 
Republican candidates Mike Leavitt 
and Richard Eyre both were heart- 
ened by support they gained. Their 
Democratic counterparts, Pat Shea 
and Stewart Hanson Jr., apparently 
also were running neck and neck. 

Joe Cannon, the front-runner in 
the GOP race for the U.S. Senate, 
said he gained “the lion’s share” of 
committed delegates. But state Re- 
publican leaders maintained that all 
four candidates for the Republican 
nomination were still very much 
alive. 

Meanwhile, on the Democratic 
side, Senate candidate Wayne 
Owens’ chief of staff said a prelimi- 
nary analysis showed him with up to 
80 percent of delegate votes. But a 
spokeswoman for opponent Doug 
Anderson said he also held his own. 

While delegates were elected only 
for county conventions, up to 85 per- 
cent will also be delegates to the 
party’s state conventions in June, 
when candidates for the major of- 
fices will be chosen. 

The Democratic and Republican 
conventions will each have 2,500 del- 
egates. A candidate who gets 70 per- 
cent of the vote wins the party’s 
nomination. If not, the top two vote- 
getters square off in the September 
primary. 

It will be a few days, however, 
before party officials have a clear 
reading of delegate support for vavi- 


ous candidates, and even then, the 
state conventions will have the fi- 
nal word. One election volunteer 
called the current situation “very 
chaotic.” 

Leavitt, who has battled Eyre 
for the lead in the GOP gubernato- 
rial race, said late Monday that he 
was “confident we’ve won a dispro- 
portionate share of delegates.” 

Eyre, however, said today that 
while both he and Leavitt did well, 
there were plenty of new faces 
among longtime delegates and 
party activists throughout the 
state. 

“If I had to guess, we came out 
on top, but certainly not far enough 
on top to ignore the job of the next 
two months,” he said. 

Kay Christensen, Wayne 
Owens’ chief of staff, said early re- 
ports showed support along the 
Wasatch Front “in the neighbor- 
hood of 75 to 80 percent.” 

Christensen was supported by 
Robin Wagge, Owens’ campaign 
press secretary, who said she was 
“cautiously optimistic” that Owens 
had the nomination sewn up, and 
said she felt that from this point 
forward Anderson would “start 
fading pretty fast.” 

Anderson, however, was confi- 
dent he had enough backing to stay 
in the race through the primary 
election, said his communications 
director Kris Bess. 

“We realize we're going up 
against a Democratic champion, 
but we want to get on the ballot,” 
she said. 

While most political observers 
see Cannon in the lead for the GOP 
nomination for retiring Sen. Jake 
Garn’s seat, Dave Hansen, the ex- 
ecutive director of the Republican 
State Committee, said a “spirited 
primary” was still in the making. 

“You have four very strong can- 
didates, each with their pocket of 
support,” he said. “No one will 
come out of these meetings with an 
easy 70 percent. 


State caucuses attract 
more than expected

Monday’s neighborhood political 
caucuses across the state seem to 
show at least one thing conclusively: 
Utah is hardly a victim of voter apa- 
thy. 

“T had expected something like 20 
people to show up,” said Jeff 
Tiechert, 24, a law student from 
Orem, “but 50 or 60 people came to 
our mass meeting. That’s amazing.” 

Tiechert, who was selected as a 
delegate from Orem voting district 
32 to the state Republican conven- 
tion, supports senatorial candidate 
Brent Ward. “I thought that with 
ten friends we Ward supporters 
would dominate our cau- 
cus,”confessed Tiechert, “but as it 
was, it was a fight just to nominate 
one of us.” 


Tiechert said that the intense in- 
terest in politics this year can be 
attributed to the numerous vacan- 
cies in high office with Gov. Norm 
Bangerter, Sen. Jake Garn and 
others retiring. 

State political leaders agreed 
there was a tremendous turnout to 
the caucuses. “I think we will find 
in retrospect,” said Dave Hansen, 
executive director of the Republi- 
can State Committee, “that the 
level of activity this year was not 
only much higher than usual, but 
also much higher than was ex- 
pected.” 

James Roberts, executive direc- 
tor of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, said participation across 
the state was “very high.” He said 
voter turnout may have been more 
than twice as large as last election 
year.

PHILADELPHIA :— Democratic front-runner Bill Clinton battled Jerry 
Brown on Tuesday in a desultory Pennsylvania primary that masked the 
intensity building toward a three-way fall campaign for the White House. 

President Bush was cruising to his 22nd straight primary victory over 
conservative challenger Patrick Buchanan, and closing in on the 1,105 dele- 
gates needed to guarantee him the Republican nomination. 

The hottest political property in the land — Texas billionaire Ross Perot — 
was not on either primary ballot. But he looked increasingly like an indepen- 
dent candidate for the White House. The polls charted strong support for him, 
and Bush and Clinton sized him up nervously. 

Clinton’s enormous delegate lead made him the presumptive Democratic 
nominee, with 14 primary elections still to come and party and union leaders 
lining up behind him.

Landlords should 
change rent period 


The end of a semester and the beginning of 
a new semester is almost always a difficult 
time. There are exams, papers, final 
projects, packing, cleaning, apartment 
check-outs, moving and good-byes. But the 
pressure of this busy last week could be re- 
duced if landlords allowed students to stay in 
their apartments until the end of the month 
instead of the end of the school year. 

As the policy stands, most BY U-approved 
apartment complexes have contracts based 
on an installment plan that is paid at the first 
of the month. 

This policy typically requires tenants to be 
out of their apartments within a week after 
school. This year most students had to be out 
by Saturday the 25th — just two days after 
the last day of BYU finals. 

The policy of these landlords should change 
for three reasons: students need the time to 
study; students have no place to go until their 
new contract begins; and non-BYU students 
must sign contracts that fit the BYU sched- 
ule, not necessarily their own. 

First, by not having to worry about clean- 
ing and packing during the last week, stu- 
dents would have more time to study or to say 
good-bye. They would not be as rushed, and 
therefore, could do a better job on every- 
thing. After all, the last memories of room- 
mates shouldn’t be the all-nighter cleaning

dash for apartment check-out. 

Second, because many contracts terminate 
before the end of the month, students have to 
find temporary housing until the new con- 
tract begins at the first of the new month. 
This is very difficult for students and non-stu- 
dents. Most can’t afford to pay for a hotel, and 
even if they can, they have no place to store 
their belongings until the new contract, be- 
gins. And according to BYU Off-Campus 
Housing, the problem is worse in between 
summer term and fall semester because there 
are more days between contracts. 

The third reason landlords should change 
their policy is because non-BYU students 
who lived in BY U-approved housing for win- 
ter semester are required to leave according 
to when the BYU school year ends, which 
time frame doesn’t necessarily meet their 
needs. For example, most BY U-approved 
single apartment contracts ended about a 
week before finals ended for UVCC stu- 
dents this year, as their last day of final ex- 
ams is April 30th. 

Almost everywhere in the country, land- 
lords have rental contracts based on a num- 
ber of months, not for two days longer than 
the college’s school year. Landlords in the 
Provo/Orem area should do the same.

Changes are occurring and 
they are happy about the changes. If 
the people do not want democracy, 
then I don’t think the U.S. should 
make them have it.” 

As for the U.S. Air Force C-130 
plane that was fired on by a Peruvian 
aircraft on Friday leaving one crew 
member missing, Childers said, “I 
don’t think it will affect relations with 
the United States because the people 
in the current government didn’t 
shoot the plane down.

$5.5 billion in property damage. 

If a dam, such as the one at Deer 
Creek Reservoir, failed, the number 
of deaths could reach as high as 
14,000, according to the study. 

A major earthquake could devas- 
tate Provo. A representative of the 
Utah County Emergency Manage-- 
ment Team said that it is expected 
that, in such an emergency, most of 
the buildings in downtown Provo 
would be destroyed. 

Many of the buildings in Provo’s old 
town square are made of unreinforced 
masonry, a material easily destroyed 
by earthquakes. Newer buildings 
such as the Nu Skin Building and the 
recently reinforced Provo Tabernacle 
would probably survive, said Al Carl- 
son, Provo commercial plans exam- 
iner. 

The Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center might suffer some damage, 
and if the Deer Creek Dam broke, the 
hospital would have to move its emer- 
gency room up a few floors to escape 
the flood waters. Emergency plan- 
ners also expect there would be arash 
of fires due to gas line breaks.

problems a major earthquake would 
cause. 

“The county would support each 
city with its problems. They would 
come to us and we would try to offer 
assistance to each city and use the 
area’s resources to the best possible 
extent,” the emergency operations 
center representative said. 

BYU emergency management 
teams would have three main goals: 
protection of life, protection of prop- 
erty and getting the university back 
to normal as soon as possible. 

The emergency plan that BYU 
would follow was developed in 1973, 
but has been adjusted and upgraded 
after studying the experiences of 
emergency workers of the 1989 
Loma-Prieta quake in California, 
which caused extensive damage in the 
San Francisco area and delayed play 
of the World Series. 

Workers in the aftermath of that 
earthquake found that the public was 
not as panicked as expected and 
wanted to help in the rescue efforts. 

Brian Andreason of the University 
Police said peonle there helped each 
other “regardless of status,” and a 
similar response would almost cer- 
tainly occur here in the event of disas- 
ter.

Citizens react 
to California 
earthquake

In an area that is rocked by quakes 
on an regular basis, the shakers that 
hit last weekend will be some that few 
will forget. 

The original quake, which regis- 
tered 6.9 on the Richter scale, and the 
aftershocks, which measured 6.5 and 
6, rambled through Humboldt county 
in Northern California, shaking the 
lives of the residents in the land of the 
redwoods and causing nearly $50 mil- 
lion in damage. 

“T had to talk myself into being 
brave during the earthquake. I really 
wanted to run out in the street and 
yell, but I knew it wouldn’t do any 
good,” Inez Tomasini, a long time res- 
ident of Fortuna, Calif., said. 

Gary Bird, of Eureka, Calif., said 
that people who have lived in the area 
haven’t felt a quake quite like this 
one. 

“All the old timers said they had 
never felt one like that; they said the 
rolling was unbelievable.” 

In the lumber town of Scotia, 
Calif., residents are sleeping outside 
in a tent city, afraid of being inside 
should another earthquake hit. 

“People being scared is a real prob- 
lem right now. We’ve got a tent city 
set up behind the elementary school 
where people whose houses have 
been damaged and those whose 
haven't are all staying. The only time 
they can relax and sleep is when they 
are outside,” Steve Hart, a resident 
of Fortuna said. 

Hart, who is a member of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, said that church services were 
canceled in Fortuna due to lack of 
electricity on Sunday. 

Eureka California Stake President 
Richard H. Winkel reported that “all 
members and missionaries were 
safe,”and only one chureh building, 
the chapel in Miranda, Calif., re- 
ported minor damage. 

Frank Kilmer, a geologist at Hum- 
boldt State University in Arcata, 
Calif. , said the quake has brought sto- 
ries of many strange phenomenon. He 
has received reports of cows turning 
to face the epicenter before the 
quake, horses that were running wild 
and parading through Ferndale, 
Calif., anda strange green glow in the 
skies above the epicenter.

High tech garbage pickup 
coming to Provo, for a fee

For local residents who want to be- 
come more environmentally con- 
scious, “Waste Management of 
Utah,”a company based in Salt Lake 
City, offers Utahns the chance to be 
involved in an unique, hands-off recy- 
cling project. 

Specifically, it is a project involving 
sophisticated technology and auto- 
matically recycled garbage. 

In many parts of the Salt Lake City 
area, such as West Valley, Farming- 
ton and Sandy, the “Recycle America 
Program,”sponsored by the Salt 
Lake waste management company, 
has been in effect since January. The 
Provo/Orem area last month began 
seeking subscriptions for the special 
service. 

Subscriptions to the private pro- 
gram will be provided for a $3 fee, 
explained Stewart Cowley, director 
of the waste management division of 


Orem city public services. Those who 
participate in the project will be able 
to purchase a special 18-gallon waste 
management container produced by 
the company. These containers will 
be marked as “recycling units” to be 
left at curbside for pick up by spe- 
cially constructed, compartmental- 
ized trucks. 

The trucks, built by Waste Man- 
agement of Utah, are no ordinary 
garbage vehicles. These garbage 
trucks automatically sort trash into 
one of several categories: aluminum, 
metal, glass, newspapers, magazines 
and cardboard. 

“Most of the problem in getting 
people today to recycle is getting 
them to separate their garbage so 
that the machines can break it down,” 
said Cowley. 

“This way, the separation is done for 
you.” 

Once the trash is collected and 
sorted, it is sent to recycling plants 
for concentration into reusable prod- 
ucts. The recycling plant then sends 


the proceeds of the recycled garbage 
to the respective cities. 

Not only will this program improve 
sanitation, but many city officials be- 
lieve it will also result in financial ben- 
efit. “The money that comes back to 
the city could total up to $1,000 a 
year,” said Cowley. 

Orem City had to obtain 400 sub- 
scriptions to get the project off the 
ground. Provo City had to get 500 
subscribers before starting their pro- 
gram. 

“When we started, we had 800 sub- 
scriptions to start and since then, 
we've had roughly 150 more sub- 
scribers sign up for the recycling ser- 
vice,” said Shawn Hurst of public ser- 
vices in Provo. 

“The service is mainly geared to- 
ward private residences for the mean 
time, although some apartment build- 
ings subscribe to the service. I’m sure 
more apartments could get the ser- 
vice if they worked out the details 
with the apartment manager and the 
recycling service,” Hurst said.

Kravehuk said at a news conference. 


Ukraine halted shipments of missiles to Russia earlier 


— The heirs of the former Soviet 
nuclear arsenal have agreed to follow an international 
arms pact that will slash nuclear weapons, Ukraine’s pres- 
ident said Tuesday, reaffirming his nation’s pledge to 


arms destruction. Kravchuk said last month that Ukraine 
would resume the transfer of arms, but no date was set. 
There were an estimated 27,000 nuclear weapons in the 
former Soviet Union. The nuclear protocol is designed to 
ease U.S. concerns about the commonwealth living up to 


the Strategic Arms Reduction Treaty. Earlier this month, 


Russian lawmakers opposed to President Boris Yeltsin 
said they would not follow pacts approved by the Kremlin. 

Kravchuk said the nuclear pledge would be signed by 
the four states “quickly,” but he did not give a specific 


date. Kravchuk also wants guarantees that Russia will not 


use atomic weapons. 

“Why should the Ukrainian people be subject to retalia- 
tion if a decision to use the weapons is made outside 
Ukraine?” he said, referring to Russia. 

Kravchuk is scheduled to begin a U.S. visit next week 


and will seek guarantees on the security of Ukraine’s 52 


million people.

She started 
noticing changes in her digestive 
functions in early July 1984, and on 
July 4 she passed out. 

“The doctors told me that I had de- 
veloped ulcers as a direct result of 
excessive use of aspirin,” Phillips 
testified at the joint hearing of the 
Small Business subcommittee on reg- 
ulation and the Aging subcommittee 
on consumer interests.
